At one time, when I was in great tron- 
blB, I went to a lady I bad beard of at 
Oambemtll, who belonged to tha Young 
Women's Christian Association, and asked 
Iter to help me. She wanted to know 
when 1 lived, bat I could not tell her 
that, as I bad than no borne ; bat she 
kindly took me in for a week, when I wa_ 
taken ill and bad to ro to the honpital. 
After being there a long time, I had a nice 
piece bund for ma by another lady, where 
ft chance was given ma to do better.; bnt I 
was only there nine month., for I wanted 
to ao ae I libed, and so I left it and want 
eleewlisie. 

While 1 was in this second aitnation.the 
thought came over me ones that I would 
go to die Salvation Army, so as I was near 
the Grecian Theatre, I went in there while

Something he said made magoddwn to 
the penitent-form and weep bitter tears of 
Borrow _iar my wicked life.
